BERLIN (U PI)-T he Russians 
bowed to an Allied demand today 
and used a bus instead of ar­ 
mored troop carriers to change 
their guard at the Red Army war 
memorial in West Berlin. / 
Without protest, the Russians 
sent 20 soldiers into West Berlin 
on the bus, changed the guard at 
the memorial, and returned to 
East Berlin ,with the old guard. 
The uneventful acceptance by 
the Russians of the Western Al­ 
lied order that they switch from 
armored troop carriers to a bus 
headed off a possible new tighten­ 
ing of Berlin tension. 
It came amid these develop­ 
ments: 
—West Berlin police announced 
that an East German army regi­ 
mental commander fled to the 
West last Saturday. A lieutenant 
colonel, the highest-ranking East 
German officer to cross the bor­ 
der since the Communists built 
their anti-refugee wall in August 
1963, crossed the barbed wire 
near the U.S. sector’s Zehlendorf 
district. 
—In Luxembourg, NATO Secre­ 
tary General Dirk Stikker told a 
news conference that the West 
would hold to an unswerving atti­ 
tude in preserving West Berlin’s 
freedom. 
For the second time, the Rus­ 
sians avoided a showdown on the 
armored car dispute w ith the Al­ 
lies*. 
The Soviet army bus entered 
West Berlin at 12:30 p.m. over 
the Sandkrug Bridge on the Brit­ 
ish sector border. 
The bus dropped 20 guards off 
at the war memorial and returned 
to East Berlin with the relieved 
sentries at 12:53 p.m. <7:53 a m. 
EDT). 
“This is what we w anted,’T"an 
American spokesman said. 
West Berliners hailed the Rus­ 
sian use of the bus as another 
Western Allied victory.
